demonstrations

capital today switched from the 
tactics

assembly to more militant “direct 
action” including invasion of some 
offices on Capitol Hill. 
The actions by small groups of 
antiwar protesters kicked off two 
weeks 
of 
avowedly 
militant 
demonstrations aimed at “ stopping 
the 
n o rm al 
fu n ctio n 
of 
government.” 
This 
followed 
a 
larg ely 
peaceful 
week 
of 
demonstrations, capped by a rally 
Saturday 
drawing 
a 
throng 
estimated by police at 175,000 and 
much more than that by protesters. 
A group of 30 demonstrators at 
one point ran through the offices of 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania this morning 
yelling “ kill the gooks. Kill the 
gooks” and staged a mock execution 
of “ gooks.” 
They attempted the same thing at 
the offices of Sen. John Stennis, D- 
Miss., 
chairman of the Armed 
Services 
Committee, 
but 
were 
locked out. They attempted to stage 
a demonstration in the hall outside 
his door, but were told to move on by 
Capitol police, and they did so 
promptly. 
The 
demonstrators 
disrupted 
Capitol routine in only a minor way, 
and there were no violent incidents. 
Capitol police tightened security. 
Front entrances to the Old Senate 
Office Building were blocked by 
lines of policemen standing shoulder 
to shoulder, while small groups of 
demonstraters milled around the 
entrances demanding entrance. 
A 
spokesman for the Capitol 
building's police force said the 
building was not being sealed off, 
and police were simply trying to 
“ screen” those who entered the 
building. 
The activity today and over the 
next 
two 
weeks 
is 
principally 
sponsored by a group headed by 
Chicago Seven defendant Rennie 
Davis, called the People’s Coalition 
for Peace and Justice. Its avowed 
purpose is to disrupt the capital city 
and 
to 
stop 
the 
functions 
of 
government. 
It is separate from groups that 
conducted the peaceful veterans 
protests and the massive rally on 
Saturday. 
On the steps of the Senate wing of 
the Capitol one small group of about 
a dozen demohstrators sang and 
chanted sporadically. A squad of 
Capitol policemen was dispatched to 
guard each of the elevators leading 
to the Senate chamber. 
Davis and a small group of 
supporters showed up at a Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
hearing and silently held up a 
“ peace 
treaty” 
that 
protesters 
contend could be put into effect 
promptly to end the war. 
The demonstrators then rose to 
their feet with clenched fists and 
peace signs, still holding up the 
printed “ treaty” copies. After a few 
minutes. 
Chairman 
J. 
William 
Fulbright, D-Ark , asked them to sit 
down. 
“ We cannot allow you to disrupt 
these proceedings,” Fulbright said. 
He promised to arrange a date for 
testimony from the demonstrators 
later, and the demonstrators sat 
down.

curb 
presidential 
powers to make war. 
Leaders ol this pnase of a three- 
week Washington protest said 1,000 
persons would lobby congressmen 
today. 
Typically, a group of protesters 
from one state would split into 
smaller groups to visit the offices of 
their senators and congressmen, or 
in 
some 
cases 
they 
arranged 
meetings with several members of 
their state’s delegation. 
In 
absence 
of 
agreement 
by 
lawmakers 
to 
listen 
to 
their 
arguments, the protest leaders said 
sit-ins 
m ight 
be 
held 
in 
congressmen’s offices. 
In addition groups of demon­ 
strators 
conducted 
what 
they 
described as “ guerrilla theater” on 
the lawn in front of the Senate and in 
the Senate office buildings. The 
dance depicted 
the 
shooting of 
Vietnamese civilians by American 
soldiers. 
When the last “ victim” was dead, 
the group of 15 to 20 protesters ran 
across a parking lot toward the 
House changing “ Yippie! Yippie!” 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
Senate leaders said the impact of 
peaceful demonstrations last week 
by antiwar veterans and a massive 
rally Saturday could be soured by 
the militant group —the People’s 
Coalition for Peace and Justice 
tPC JC )—if its activities resulted in 
violence. 
The PCJC, led by Chicago Seven 
defendant Rennie Davis, vowed to 
use militant tactics such as tying up 
rush hour traffic on Potomac River 
bridges, but said its activities would 
be nonviolent. 


Tidal wave fails to develop; homes 


tides Saturday night washed 
away more sand in front of the 
home and gain left it teetering 
on the brink of disaster.

-Waves 
which had been eroding sand 
from 
beneath a 
number of 
expensive 
beachfront 
homes

suddenly began returning that 
sand Sunday night. 


All day volunteers and other 
workers had been preparing for 
the onslaught of the anticipated 
6.5-foot tide, which they feared 
would finish off six homes at 
Oxnard shores. The workers had 
piled sandbags and boulders to 
protect pilings supporting the 
homes, 
which 
included 
one 
owned by the singing team of 
Sonny and Cher Bono. 


But shortly before the 9:50 


p.m. PDT, peak winds which 
had lashed the waves and helped 
create 
the 
“ freak” 
tidal 
condition suddenly died down. 
And when the tide came in, it 
began returning the sand it had 
removed previously. 
“ It 
appears the 
worst 
is 
over.” said Mrs. Marvin Young, 
who remained in her damaged 
home with her husband. "It < the 
tide) probably has filled up six, 
eight to 12 inches” of the sand 
which 
had 
been 
eroded 
previously. 
One fire official called the 
swich "a dramatic, last minute 
turnabout” and said "it would 
appear that the worst of the 
danger is now over.” 


Officials 
said 
the 
change 
returned the tide to normal, 
which for this time of the year 
means sand is piled up on the 
shoreline 
instead 
of

washed away.

While the six homes were 
spared from further damage, 
two had been at least partially 
destroyed by the freak tides.

Ten miles to the south, one 
trailer home and its cabana 
were destroyed and 12 others 
were 
endangered.

“ We can’t move them very

Viet Cong launches rocket 
attack against U.S. bases 


SAIGON (U PI »-The Viet Cong, 
ending a month-long lull on the 
battlefields 
of 
South 
Vietnam, 
carried out a rocket attack tonight 
against Camp Eagle, headquarters 
of the U.S. 101st Airborne Division. 
Communist sappers attacked six 
miles from Saigon earlier today, the 
closest such attack this year. 
The flare up in lighting began 
Saturday and continued Sunday with 
a series of mortar and rocket 
attacks against U.S. 
and South 
Vietnamese bases the length and 
breadth of South Vietnam So far the 
attacks have killed six Americans 
and six South Vietnamese. 
Spokesmen said five Soviet made 
100-pound 122 mm rockets landed at 
Camp Eagle in the northern sector

Nixon confident of 
nation's economic future 
WASHINGTON 
(U P I) -Saying 
“ you have to be an optimist” in 
dealing with the nation's future, 
President 
Nixon 
declared 
firm 
confidence today in the soundness 
and health of America's economic 
system 
Nixon called on the public to join 
him 
in 
rejecting 
what 
he 
characterized as dark forecasts of 
gloom and doom 
In a prepared speech on the 
economy to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, the President touched 
briefly on the Vietnam War—at a 
time of a round of major spring 
protests against his policies in 
Washington and elsewhere. 
He stressed anew that the United 
States was ending its involvement in 
Indochina and pledged that it would 


use its strength “ only to build peace 
with freedom, and never to destroy 
it.” 
“ Faith in the American future has 
never been misplaced,” Nixon told 
the businessmen’s convention. "It is 
not misplaced today. In dealing with 
the future of this country, if you 
want to be a realist, you have to be 
an optimist." 
There is no disrupting that— as 
antiwar protesters and others have 
charged — that "there are plenty ol 
wrongs to be righted in our society,’ 
Nixon said. 
“ But let us never forget this: Wt 
shall never make the changes that 
are needed by throwing out oui 
principles,

away

heritage or throwing up our hands "

N.C. ( p o p u l a t i o n 3.202), 
who became a 
household 
word here within three days 
of the start of this season, 
his f i r s t in the m a j o r 
leagues.

April 3, his birthday and 
just three days before Cleve­ 
land’s opener), Hodge hit 
safely his first four times at

had arrived. 
The fans at M u n i c i p a l 
Stadium began to chant "We 
w a n t G o m e r ” and give 
H o d g e standing ovations.

1959 and a t t r a c t e d only 
729,752 last year. 
Not since Rocky Colavito’s 
heyday in the late ’50s have 
the Indians had a player who 
could pull in the reluctant 
partisans here, where it is 
easier to stay home and save 
y o u r m o n e y for Browns 
games in the fall. 
Then along came Hodge. 
His best year in the mi­ 
nors was 1970, when he hit 
.291, with nine homers and 


66 RBIs for Savannah of the 
Double A Southern League. 
But those four straight hits 
(one of them won the In­ 
dians’ home opener in the 
ninth inning while the other 
three were meaningless to

Hodge got the “Gomer” 
nickname from a northern 
team m ate at Burlington in 
1964 and he doesn't mind 
being cast as the ambling, 
soft-spoken, friendly country 
boy—Gary Cooper with side­ 
burns—who says things like 
“dad gum,” “I weren't never 
too g o o d in m a t h , ” and, 
when he received a flock of 
telegrams, “I didn't know 
what they was till ah opened 
the first one; nobody ever 
sent me a telegram before.”

More than 52,000 were em­ 
ployed by the scheduled air­ 
lines, and about 50.000 by in­ 
dependent shops. More could 
be found in aircraft manu­ 
facturing plants, airtaxi 
firms and businesses that 
use their own planes for staff 
transportation or cargo. 
Mechanics who leave these 
jobs for other work or who 
retire or die will provide a 
tew thousand job openings 
each year, in addition to 
those positions arising from 
employment growth.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I am a 
professional man and must 
meet the public. Sometimes 
in the middle of a public ap- 
p e a r a n c e I have to leave 
abruptly and lie down be- 
c a u s e I have paroxysmal 
tachycardia. I am hospital­ 
ized for a few hours many 
times every month because 
the attacks last three or four 
hours. I read your book, doc­ 
tor. Can nothing be done for 
such as us? My doctor says 
I have no signs of heart trou­ 
ble and he wants me to learn 
to live with it. 


That is easy for him to 
say. My job is in jeopardy 
because of my sudden unex­ 
plained disappearances with 
my attacks. My doctor says 
medicine should not be given 
a good heart—so what can I 
do? Give up everything? 
Dear R e a d e r—1 under­ 
stand your problem well. For 
>ears I dealt with pilots who 
had no heart disease but had 
an irregularity of the heart 
that could cause them prob­ 
lems while flying. It was al­ 
ways difficult. Many heart 
specialists would agree that 
if a p e rs o n really had re­ 
peated episodes of heart ir­ 
regularity that incapacitated 
the pa ti ent , usually some 
med*:ine should be given in 
an effort to prevent the at­ 
tacks. These are not tran­ 
q u i l i z e r s or sedatives but 
medicines that have a direct 
action on the heart muscle 
Why don’t you ask your 
doctor to arrange a consul­ 
tation with a cardiologist at 
one of the nearest univer­ 
sity medical c e n t e r s ? All 
r e p u t a b l e physicians wel­ 
come a second opinion and 
help with difficult cases. If 
for some reasons nothing can 
be done to i m p r o v e your 
situation, then you will both 
feel better about your man­ 
agement and have a better 
relationship with each other.

Here is an interesting item 
for peo p le with hands de­ 
formed 
Dy rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis. Some of them can be 
reconstructed using silicone 


rubber. The joints may not 
return to perfect function but 
hands can be made to be 
more effective. 
The operation for the hand 
i n v o l v e s r e m o v i n g the 
knuckle joint and replacing it 
with a hinge joint of silicone 
rubber. Some patients have 
improved to nearly 75 per 
cent of the original efficiency. 
The rubber joints are ex­ 
pected to outlive the patients. 
Dr. James Urbaniak of the 
orthopedic service at Duke 
U n i v e r s i t y who has pio­ 
neered this procedure cau­ 
tions, however, that patients 
with rheumatoid a r t h r i t i s 
need a complete evaluation 
since the disease involves 
more than just joints. Many 
patients can be helped by 
other procedures. The opera 
tion has helped in other de­ 
formities like those occurring 
in accident victims or Viet­ 
nam war casualties.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Capital's beauty 


WASHINGTON — This capital 
never looked more beautiful in 
perfect spring weather nor was it 
ever more troubled, confused and 
torn by the divisions that wrack the 
country. Between the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, sternly 
opposed to every revolution since 
1776; the Vietnam veterans against 
the war, today’s revolution; and 
masses of tourists, it is enough to 
send the police right up the wall. 
The 
veterans 
in 
battle fatigues are 
camped out at the 
capitol end of the 
mall. 
While their 
^ 
camp has a cruffy 
look, it is fairly well 
A 
' 
policed so far as 
litter is concerned. 
They 
move 
back 
and forth from the 
camp to 
Senate and House office buildings to 
lobby for a list of demands three 
feet long. As one squad coming down 
from the hill meets another going up 
they exchange reports. 
“ Stennis (Sen. John, D., Miss.) 
just kicked us out of his office.” “ Go 
and work on that fellow Meyers 
(Rep. John T., R., Ind.), maybe you 
can make a dent in him.” “ We ought 
to blast Scott (Sen. Hugh, R., Pa.) 
for what he said on the news show 
last night, that we represent only 
one-tenth of one per cent of the 
Vietnam veterans.” 
A group forming up to put on a 
simulated guerrilla attack on the 
steps of the old Senate office 
building is getting orders. Nobody 
not on the schedule should take part. 
We haven’t got enough blood to go 
around, says the commander and 
gets hooting laughter. With their 
plastic M-16 rifles they do a fairly 
realistic job against tne gleaming 
marble facade with the stars and 
stripes flying above. 
The organizers are disappointed 
that more veterans are not here. 
They had told in advance of 4,000 or 
5,000 They total perhaps 1,200. 
Their practical goals are jobs, 
better 
treatment, 
including 
psychological 
care, in veterans’ 
h o s p i t a l s , 
more 
g e n ero u s 
allowances for education on the G.I. 
bill, , access to improved housing. A 
married veteran under the G.I. bill 
gets $205 a month. As one of them 
puts it, since you must take courses 
with nine credits a semester, this 
doesn’t leave much time for an 
outside job even if a job is available. 
But the mam thrust of their 
demonstration is aimed at ending 
the 
war 
at 
once 
without 
any 
qualifiers. They are angry and 
frustrated. They will not listen to 
anyone proposing less than this. The 
hope 
in 
their 
lobbying 
is 
for 
congressional majorities cutting off 
appropriations for Vietnam. 
The leaders believe they will be 
able to maintain order. But the 
danger 
is 
always 
present 
that 
violence will break out. It is a much 
greater danger in the upcoming 
mass 
demonstrations. 
However 
earnest 
and 
determined 
the 
organizers who name responsible 
marshals to keep order, there are 
elements when several 
hundred 
thousands are gathered that seek 
disorder and violence. 
However 
limited their success, it is enough to 
discredit the great majority of 
peaceful demonstrators. 
One 
im p o rt an t 
end 
the 
encampment has served is to throw 
into sharp relief the indifferent 
treatment the Vietnam veteran is 
receiving. 
The 
jobless 
rate 
is 
considerably 
higher 
than 
the 
national 
average. 
Veterans’ 
hospitals are reported overcrowded 
and understaffed, and the denials of 
the veterans administration cannot 
discredit first - hand reports. 
There is serious trouble ahead 
unless the Vietnam veterans get a 
better 
break. 
In 
a 
book 
just 
published, “ No Victory Parades,” 
the author, Murray Polner, talked 
with 
veterans 
of 
differing 


backgrounds recently returned from 
service in Vietnam. He concluded: 
” . . . it is no accident that none of 
the nine I was able to contact were 
shocked by the disclosures of the My 
Lai m assacres; 
they had seen its 
like time and again. And yet no one 
of them — dove, hawk or haunted — 
was entirely free of doubt about the 
nature of the war and the American 
role in it . . . they could not still the 
gnawing suspicion that it was all 
for nothing.’ ” 


He quotes a psychiatrist who 
spends a great deal of time with 
returned veterans as warning that 
they suffer from a variety of 
disturbances and that some are 
likely to seek outlets for a pattern of 
violence to which they have become 
habituated. This may be one form of 
the recrimination the President has 
talked so glibly about.
